LEE TO BE MADE BRIGADIER 


Mabama General's Superiority as a 
Cavalry Commander Wins, 


STRONG INDORSEMENT OF MILITARY 


If General Fitzhugh Lee Does Not Ac- 
cept the Brigadiership He Will 
Certainly Be Appointed to 
Some High Position 
of Honor.

Washington, April 29.—(Special.)—It seems 
d be settled that General Joe Wheeler is 
to receive a commission as major general 
of the volunteer army, but oontrary to 
popular expectation, it is not certain that 
General Fitzhugh Lee will be one of those 
chosen to the highest rank. In fact, it 
comes from a source very close to the 
president that General Lee will] be tendered 
only the command of a brigade. 

Because of the fact that General Lee has, 
through magnificent service ag consul gen- 
eral at Havana, been very much tn the 
public eye for the past year or more, it 
has been the general expectation that he, 
too, would be made a major general. But 
the pressure upon the president for these 
appointments is so great, that it now looks 
as if only one southern man would be 
chosen and that Whee:er will be that man. 
The choice of General Wheeler over Gen- 
eral Lee is based solely, so those close to 
the president declare, upon -Wheeler’s su- 
periority as a@ cavalry commander over 
probably any other man who now survives 
the civil war. 

There is no tendency to belittle or mini- 
mizqa General Lee’s ability, but he is not 
comaidered by military authorities as in the 
same class—!If I may use the expression— 
with Wheeler. I happen to know that 
General Miles, the commanding general 
of the army, has urged upon the .president 
the appointment of General Wheeler and 
s0 have all thesothers of his military ad- 

visers. In addition to these strong recom- 
mendations and indorsements of his mili- 
tary ability, which come from Sherman 
and Grant and other great leaders now 
dead, General Wheeler has the advantage 
of a strong personal friendship of the 
president with whom he served in congress. 

Lee Sure of Something Good. 

But if Fitzhugh Lee is not made major 
general ,he ‘a sure to be given a highly 
important command. He was at the war 
department today and also spent some time 
@t the state department closing up some 
matters to the Havana consulate. When I 
saw him he stated, with emphasis, that he 
had no intimation as to when he would re- 
turn to Cuba or in @hat capacity. General 
Lee stated to me that he considered the 
idea. of securing as many yellow fever 
immuneg as possible for the army that is 
to first go to Cuba an excellent one. He 
believes that several thousand men can 
be enlisted in those portions of the south 
which have had yellow fever within the 
past few years and that these men would 
be better able to withstand Cuba’s summer 
Climate than others, though he is not in 
clined to consider the danger from this 
source as great ag it is regarded in some 
quarters. : 

Georgians on War Revenue Bill. 

Congressmen Lewis and Fleming, of Geor-

DEWEY WILL REACH MANILA TODAY: 


Portugal Has Informed United States 
of Neutrality Proclamation and 
Gives Its Full Text—The 
Blockade Causes Some 
Troubs. 


Wacrhington, April 28.—This was a day of 
alarming rumors, running all the way 
from the tlowing up of the big monitor 
to the detection and punishment of traitors, 
but all of them turned out on imquiry to 
be without foundation. Actual events of 
importance were few in number. The news 
of the day of most interest was the de- 
parture from Cape Verde of the Spanish 
fleet. 

The stay at St. Vincent of that 
fleet has been a source of anxiety on 
the part of the officials here because 
it seemed to indicate that the sympa- 
thy of Portugal for Spain might lead 
her to wink at a violatior of neutrality 
laws in favor of Spain. 

Late this afternoon a cablegram came to 
the state department from Cape Verde, 
bearing no signature, announcing that four 
battleships and three torpedo boets had 
started north and some of the transports 
for Cuba, and that the nortbern fleet re- 
turned shortly, having been in collision. 


Because there was no signature attached, 
the officiala did not know what importance 
te attach to this Message, as these are not 
times to accépt what appears to be infor- 
mation without cléS® scrutiny. 

Captain Sampson sent a telegram rela- 
tive to the firing at the Matanzas forts, 
put it was disappointingly lacking in de- 
tafl, but the few words contained in the 
dispatch went to confirm the official view 
that the affair was nothing more than @ 
naval reconnoissance. 

No news came today from Admiral Dew- 
ev’s squadron now on its way to the Phil- 
ippines to do battle with the Spanish fleet. 
One officer pointed out today that if Admt- 
ral Dewey succeeded fin defeating the 
Spanish fleet the Spanish officials who con- 
trol the cable connecting the island with 
the rest of the world in all probability may 
suppress the news or distort the facts 
into a Spanish victory. 

Presuming that the admiral is

WAR BOARD DECIDES UPON A PLAN 


Advisors to the President Give Out the Policy To Be Pursued 


OF CAMPAIGN AGAINST SPANIARDS 


in the Conflict Just Begun. 


Washington, April 29.—It is stated on the highest authority that as the newly 
formed preparationg for actual hostilities stand they contemplate these opera, 
tions: 

1. The opening of ingress to Cuba for the relief ship which ig to carry supplies 
to the reconcentrados in Cuba and the co-operation of the United States naval 
forces with the Cuban military forces. This invasion, which te\tc be conducted 
purely as @ relief expedition, may land at Matanzas. Tie’'Gampson squadron is to 
be urged to make way for and to protect the relief expeditions. 

2. The preventing of the Spanish fleet now at Manila, in the Philippines, from 
joining forces with the Spanish flee‘s at Cape Verde islands and in Cuban waters. 
The instruc.ions to Commander Dewey are not to skell (Manila unless the fortifica- 
tions assai] the American fleet. A rigid blockade, similar to that established at 
Havana, is to be enforced against Manila. Engagements, if any occur, will be 
precipitated by the Spaniards’ fleet under command of Admira] (Fighting) Mon- 
tejo. ; 

3. The flying ‘squadron ig to be held at Fort Monroe as a reserve fleet, but is 
to be drawn upon, if necessary, to protect unfortified cities. The squadron may 
re-enforce the Sampson squadron. This is the original plan mapped out more 
than three weeks ago by Assistant Secretary of Navy Roosevelt. 

4. The guarding of the approaches to cities on the north and middle Atlantic 
coasts by regular warships and auxiliary cruisers. The original plan contem- 
plated the performance of this duty by vessels manned by naval reserves, but a 
change was compelled by advices.of the sailing @f a Spanish fleet from Cadiz with 
instructions to bombard unprotected cities of the northern Atlantic coast. Hence 
the dispatching today of the auxiliary cruisers New Orleans and San Francisco 
to guard approaches to the Massachusetts and New York coasts. 

5. Hurried preparations for the transportation of the land forces now at Chick- 
amauga to either Tampa or New Orleans for embarkation to Cuba. These or- 
ders are now being issued, and it is expected that General Miles will eave Wash. 
ington on Sunday to assume actal command of the land forces. 

6. The maintenance of the state militia forces which have reported ‘“‘ready’’ 
in advanced organized condition, with the view of calling them to follow the reg- 
ular army forces now mobilized at Chickamauga.

ANGLO-AMERICAN AGREEMENT IS 
NOW MOST POSITIVELY PREDICTED 


London Evening Post Correspondent Asserts That 
American Intervention in Cuba Opens the Way. 


New York, April 29.—The Evening Post’s London correspondent cables to that 


paper today as follows: ’ 


“It would be quite a mistake to assume that Lord Salisbury, Mr. Balfour and 
the ministry generally are unsympathetic toward the movement of Anglo-American 
accord, of which evidences are not legs abundant there than in the states. 

“IT have the best reason to know that ministers here await with the Keenest 
interest the development on the line of Anglo-American co-operation they suggest- 
ed some time back to President McKi1 ley. 

“Then the British proposal was for joint Anglo-American action in defense of the 
policy of an open trade door in China alone as against expected Russian-German 
exclusiveness. 

“Those who have talked with individual ministers In the past few days assure 
me that the British government realizes the far wider scope for Anglo-American 
co-operation to which the American intervention in Cuba may now open the way. 
The policy of the open door is threatened in west Africa, east Africa and south 
Africa, as well as in China, and ministers, believing that the Cuban intervention 
marks the close of United States’ isolation from foreign politics and the out- 
side world, are convinced that the cause of unfettered commerce in the undeveloped 
markets of the world must soon bring England and @he states, not into formal 
alliance (that must be a matter of slow development), But inte a close, definite, 
mutual understanding, and to that end they will continue to work.”

Move Soldiers Fast Enough

BATTLEFIELD WILL SOON BE TENTLESS 


Soldiers Are Extremely Anxious To 
Fight and Orders for an Advance + 
Are Being Most Eagerly 


and Impatiently 
Awaited.

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 29.—(Special.)— 
This has been a day of farewell at camp 
Thomas. The batteries of artillery have 
been leaving all day as fast as they could 
get away and it has been a hard day with 
them. 

The railroad from the park has been ut- 
terly unable to handle the troops as they 
should have been and to expedite matters 
some two batteries of the Fourth artillery 
marched into Chattanooga tbday. 

The Ninth cavalry and the Twenty-fourth 
infantry are both waiting under orders on 
the railroad to get them away and they 
will probably be on the move early in the 
morning. The Tenth cavalry and the 
Twenty-fifth infantry are also preparing 
to leave, but it will be day after tomorrow 
before they can be handled. 


The town is full of railroad men 
and many of them think thatia general 
movement of all the soldiers now at 
Camp Thomas will take place next 
week. 

The troops that left today will be rushed 
to Port Tampa as fast as the railroads can 
get them «here, There is evidently some 
urgent reason for wishing to have them at 
that point. But if any of the officers here 
know that reason they will not divulge it. 
They are all hopeful that they are on rhe 
way to Cuba, but are all heartily sick of 
being rushed from one point to another 
over the country. 

The ‘‘Doughboys,” as the infantry is 
called in the army, are sad tonight be- 
cause they think the artillery will be rush- 
ed into Cuba and that they will be left be- 
hind. 

That every man in the army here 
wants to fight, and will fight, there 
cannot be a doubt. 


They are chafing under the delay like so 
many wild beasts. An army officer told me 
tenight that he did not think that there 
would be a soldier left at Chickamauga 
park by the end of the week. While he 
may mot be in a position to know positively, 
his opinion is shared by other officers in the 
army and it is quite probable that they 
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is about twelve hours earlier than our 


own. 

The pressure cofitinues unabated on the 
war department, owing to the changes in 
the plans already announced as to mobili- 
zation of the volunteer troops and very 
much against its will and judgment the 
department is making some con csciuns in 
this matter. 

The announcement that the steamer 
Texas, laden with supplies for the recon- 
centradoes, ig destined for Sagua, has Jed 
to the surmise that it is probably this port 
instead of Metanzas, which has been ¢e- 
lected for the landing place of the first 
attack of the United States troops.

C. Beker commands the Second, Colonel 
Grenville Gaines the Third and Colonel 
Harry Hodges the Fourth, all of whom will 
be recognized by the governor. All eight 
companies of the Second regiment volun- 
teered, and three companies fromthe First 
regiment Which wanted to go and one from 
the Portsmouth battalion, were assigned 
to it, thus filling up the regiment. 

Nine out of ten companies in the Third 
regiment offered to serve, and these will 
be re-enforced by one company from Rich- 
mond and the new ones just formed in 
Lynchburg and Fairfax. 

Eight out of the ten compantes of the 
Fourth regiment are rea@y for gervice, 
and Colonel Hodges thinks one more may 
come in to fill up the regiment.

As Sénator’Bacon aptly puts it, a bond 
is a promise to pay, and a greenback or 
a treasury note is a promise to pay. The 
bondholding class refuse to accept bonds 
without interest, while the people at 
large are not only willing to accept 
greenbacks or treasury notes without 
intérest, but are glad to do so. 

There is no necessity for a bond issue, 
even to procure ready money, for there 
is an abundant supply in the treasury, 
and it is estimated that the new levies of 
taxes made in the revenue bill will af- 
ford an ample supply. But if there is 
such a necessity let the government is- 
sue greenbacks or treasury notes which 
bear no interest, and wlich will not 
only be readily received by the people 
at par, but will go far toward relieving 
the country from the results of the 
money contraction which have told heav- 
ily on business and trade. 

No democrat can defend a vote for a 
bond issue before his constituents or be- 
fore the people. ‘The issue is too plain, 
too simple, for anybody to be deceived 
by arguments in behalf of bonds 
at this time. It is simply a question 
as to whether the government shall raise 
money by paying millions of interest 
for it, or whether it shall raise the 
money without paying a cent of interest. 
Can there be any doubt as to where the 
people will stand when the matter is 
brought home to them in all its simplic- 
ity? 

The democrats have been and are now 
in favor of the freedom and indepen- 
dence of Cuba, and they have urged 
prompt measures to secure that result, 
but they are not supporting these meas- 
ures in order to permit the bond syndi- 
cates to come in Shylock-wise and cut the 
flesh from the bones of the people. 

The taxes the war will render abso- 
lutely necessary will be burdensome 
enough without adding to the load the 
tremendous sum involved in paying in- 
terest on $500,000,000 of bonds. Let us 
be patriotic and united ‘so far as the war 
is concerned, but there is no patriotism 
in a proposition to rob the people un- 
necessarily of an immense sum of money 
for the sole benefit of bond syndicates. 

If the excise features of the revenue 
measure fail to secure a_ sufficient 
amount of money to pay the expenses of 
the war, let the deficit be made good by 
an issue of greenbacks or treasury notes 
which bear no interest. It is a good 
time now for the democrats to renew the 
discussion on the income tax, and in- 
sist on a provision that wealth pay its 
just proportion of taxes. 

Any democrat in the house who allows 
himself to be carried so far away by the 
excitement of the hour as to support the 
bond clause of the revenue bill will re- 
gret it. They cannot explain their vote 
to the people. ‘They cannot justify their 
position either on the broad grounds of 
patriotism or on the stress of the occa- 
sion. ‘There is no stress or emergency 
that demands a bond issue, and patriot- 
ism, broad or narrow, does not permit 
itself to rob the people for the benefit of 
the bond syndicates. 


What Ex-Premier Crispi Says. 

What is perhaps the most significant 
expression which has yet emanated from 
any foreign source in connection with 
the present grave crisis is attributed to 
ex-Premier Crispi, of Italy. 

Although of Latin birth and lineage, 
ex-Premier Crispi candidly observes that 
Spain has little to hope from the peril- 
ous adventure upon which she has now 
embarked, and that failure is bound to 
bring her to remorse sooner or later, 
“Our Latin sister,” says the ex-premier, 
“has allowed herself to be drawn into 
difficulties from which she cannot escape 
without great injury. But she alone 
must shoulder the blame. With pos- 
sessions which made her at one time the 
leading power of the globe, she has de- 
scended to her present level solely 
through her failure to respect the rights 
of others. She has committed monster 
sins, and retribution has slowly overtak- 
en her. With respect to Cuba, she has 
shown herself to be cruel, barbarous 
and incapable of governing that island, 
and in one way or another she is bound 
to lose the Pearl of the Antilles.” Such 
language from one of the most distin- 
guished of European statesmen shows 
plainly that in spite of the bravado 
which Spain has recklessly assumed, she 
cannot hope with any rational assur- 
ance either to retain Cuba or to win the 
confidence of other nations in the fight 
which she is now making. 

‘We are conscious of the rectitude of 
our intentions in the bold stand which 
we have taken for the rights and liber- 
ties of Cuba, and we are independent of 
what the world thinks; but still there 
ts abundant satisfacflon in the knowl- 
edge that our course is upheld by such 
eminently wise and just men as ex-Pre- 
mier Crispi. 


Echoes from Baldwin.

EDTIORIAL COMMENT 


A writer in The Chicago Times-Herald 
contributes to the topic of the hour some 
interesting facts and figures in regard to 
the women of Spain, stating generally that 
the women of Spain rank about equally 
with the women of Turkey. Out of the fe- 
male population of Spain the writer states 
that only 2,600,000 can read and write. The 
municipalities list 51,46 professional beg- 
gars who wear petticoats. Then there are 
828.531 women who earn their living by 
working in the farm fields. There are 319,- 
596 women rated as day servants, who get 
but little more than board and ahelter for 
their work, and in all the dying dynasty 
there are but 719,000 girls tn the schools of 
any kind, public or private. There are 
twice as many female mendicants as male. 
The census shows that 6,764,406 women have 
neither professions nor trades; and are 
altogether dependent upon charity, the pos- 
sibility of getting married or hard labor at 
starvation wagés. The same lamentable 
condition of the Spanish woman is shown 
by a glance at another side of ber life. The 
kingdom has but seventy-four women 
classed as literary writers. There are but 
seventy-eight women physicians in the 
mother country and all the provinces. The 
women school teachers number only 14,490, 
as compared with 244,612 men, but this does 
not include the nuns, who are classed by 
themselves, and number 28,§M9. Spanish wo- 
men who are fortunate live in the most 
magnificent homes and seem never to 
bother their heads abou, the poorer sisters 
at their doors. The favurite resort for the 
grande senoras is San Sebastian, and the 
lives the careiess Spanish women of fashion 
‘lead there during the summer are said to be 
a scandal over ail Europe. There is secarce- 
ly a@ pretense at propriety or even ordinary 
conventionality. As in France, a majority 
of the young girls of the best families are 
educated in the convents. Their greatest 
accomp.ishment is embroidery, and they 
sit and sit and sit at their knitting until 
some man from an ancient and bankrupt 
house or a bull-raising plantation comes 
along and marries them. Club life is un- 
known. Marriages are  celebrat very 
ear.y in life, and but few people who get 
weary of these early alliances ever go to 
the trouble and formality of getting a di- 
vorce. The unhappy couples simply divide 
up the houscho'd things and live the bal- 
ance of their lives the best way they cun. 


Servia contains more centenarians than 
any other country on the globe.

Notice is hereby served on the world in 
general that April is my month to scream. 

_ THE AMERICAN EAGLE. 

The bird of freedom might simplify things 
and condense a great deal of history into 
an axiom if he had the above statement 
posted over his cage. Whether it is fate or 
mystery nobody can dare to teli; but ever 
since the eagle had any screaming to do he 
has picked out the month of April. When- 
ever patience had ceased to be a virtue, and 
it became the bird’s solemn duty to spread 
his wings and sharpen his talons for lib- 
erty, he always performed that ceremony in 

ril. 


And here he is again, putting the razor 
on his beak, all ready to make a drive at 
the brutal dons in Cuba—and it’s April, of 
course, Why this amazing coincidence? Is 
it because the bird follows the tip of nature 
at this season of the year, and shows life 
when the buds burst, and the sap begins 
to course through the trees, and all creation 
breaks into active rebirth? 

The colonies had borne with oppression fm 
every shape till resentment had ripened into 
revolt, and time for action came on the 
night of April 18, 1775, when Paul Revere 
rode his foam-fiecked horse from Boston to 
arouse the minute men of Lexington and 
Concord. Pitcairn’s red coats put in an Aap- 
pearance on the following day when the 
opening gune of the revolution were heard 
at, Lexington,, and the first blood of that 
long struggie was shed. Then came years 
of privation, patriotism, battle and siege un- 
til England gave it up as a hopé¢less job, 
and, on April 19, 1783—elght years/to a day 
from the opening clash at Lexthigton—con- 
gress proclaimed a cessation of hostilities 
and ordered it read to the army. 


Then came the orderly and peaceful har- 
vest of Ifberty gained by the sword, with 
April again to the front for historic honors. 
It was on April 16, 1789,. that the first con- 
@rees under the federal constitution met In 
New York, and on the 30th day of the same 
month and year Washington took the pras- 
idential oath of office of the sub-treasury 
steps. So April, like the nation’s hero, was 
first in war and first in peace 

When it came to our second brush with 
England, April seems to have been strange- 
ly sidetracked, for war was declared in 
June, but the national month managed to 
get right on the record before the trouble 
closed, for It was on April 18, 1814, that con- 
gress authorized the crews of Commodore 
Perry to divide the prize money from the 
captured vessels on Lake Erie, and it was 
April 29th of the same year that the gallant 
sloop of war Peacock bore down on the 
British brig Epervier, on the Florida coast, 
and captured her with $120.80 in specie 
aboard—a marvelous Klondike for those 
days. ; 

From that time the bird of freadom seems 
to have made a life contract with the month 
of April, whereby he bound himself to do 
all his important business on its calendar 
ground. When, {n due course of time, the 
eagle felt moved to have a tilt with Mexico, 
hostilities were opened on April 25, 1846, 
whén a small force of United States regu- 
lars were attacked by Mexicans in the 
neighborhood of Palo Alto, and it was 4 
year later, April 18, 1847, when Scott broke 
the spinal column of Mexico by his sweep- 
ing victory over Santa Ana at Cerro Gordo. 


But far more amazing than all this fs the 
wonderful record of April in the great war 
of the rebellion. Jt marked the beginning 
of that awful conflict and it presided over 
Its close. It was April 12, 1861, when Gen- 
eral Beauregard started the most tiittanic 
combat of modern times by opening. fire 
on Fort Sumter. Two days later, after a 
brave and hopeless defense, Major Ander. 
son surrendered, and it was four years 
later to a day when the death knell of the 
lost cause had been rung by Grant, that 
the stars and Stripes were aguin floated 
over the almost dismantled ramparts of 
Fort Sumter. 

On April 15, 1861, President Lincoln iasyed 
that never-to-be-forgotten call for 175,000 
volunteers, and on the 19th the Seventh reg- 
iment marched down Broadway to the seat 
of war. The month was crowded with stir- 
ring deeds of preparation on both sides, 
seizures of arsenals at the south, proclama- 
tions of blockade and the mustering of the 
nation’s defenders all over the north. 

(Many were fhe momentous events to the 
credit of Apri! In that dismal four years of 
strife, but, almost with out exception, it 
marked the triumph of the union cause anda 
hastened the dawn of national peace. On 
April 6th and 7th was fought the battle of 
Pittsburg Landing, followed in severa} davs 
by the storm and capture of island No. 10, 
and on April 16, 1862, the first direct blow at 
slavery was struck when congress passed 
the bill to emancipate al] slaves in the 
District of Columbia. 


April, too, was a pet fighting month with 
the fearless Farragut. His fleets passed 
through the appalling rain of shot and shell 
from Forts: Jackson and St. Phillip on the 
24th of April, 1862. and moved on to the 
capture. of New Orleans, and on April 1, 
1863, the invincible hero successfully ran the 
gauntlet of the confederate batteries at 
Grand Gulf, 

But Apxl's immortality in American his- 
tory was secured by the glorious achieve- 
ments in 1855. Here is the list: 

April ist, battle of Five Forks and the 
evactation of Richmond. 

April 24, capture of Selma, Ala., with 
large confederate states. 

April 6th, Ewell’s division of 8,000 confed- 
erates surrounded and captured at Gailor’s 
creek, 

April 9th, Lee surrendered to Grant at 
Appomattox, 

April llth, fall of Montgomery, Ala. 

Apri] 12th, evacuation of Mobile. 

April 13th, secretary of war stopped all 
drafts and further purchase of supplies. 
Sherman entered Raleigh. 

April l4th, stars and stripes raised over 
Sumter. 

April 26th, eGneral Jone Johnston surren- 
dereqg to Sherman and the last confederate 
laid down his arms. 

So it Is, then, that the month of April hag 
become a historic part of the bone and tis- 
sve Of the country; woven into our best and 
bravest annals: presiding genius at the 
great events that have marked the national 
life; @ sort of patron gaint of Uncle Sam, 
guarding him all along his early struggles 
to form @ free and independent republic, 
preserving him in the hour when that re. 
public was threatened with overthrow, and 
again watching now over his manty defense 
of the liberties of Cuba. Like a trusted old 
family doctor, April has to be ealled in to 
conduct any doubtful case.

Here in southwest Georgia, and 
In Dovgsherty county especially, the negroes 
outnumber the whites, and when soldiers 
are called for a fair quota of those respond- 
ing to the countr~’s call. should be fur- 
nished from amongst our negro population. 
Already some of our Dougherty county 
negroes have gone into a preliminary or- 
ganization with the view of tendering their 
services to the government, and The Herald 
will contend that they be given due con- 
sideration and recognition. Give the negro 
a chance in war, as well as in peace.

Confident at Washington That Americans 
Will Win 


WHEN THE FLEETS MEET EACH OTHER 


Capture of Manila Would Be of Great 
Benefit to America—Would Be a 
Base of Supplies—We Should 
Also Control Hawaiian 
Islands.

Washington, April 29.—(Special.)—All eyes 
are now turned toward the Pacific. It is 
confidently expected here that by tomorrow 
news will have been received of am engage- 
ment between the Spanish and American 
fleets in the waters about the Philippine 
islands. 

After many false alarms the news came 
with great positiveness yesterday that the 
fleet under Commodore Dewey héd set sail 
for the scene of action, and the advices 
from Madrid show that the Spanish fleet 
is waiting to give our ships a warm recep- 
tion. , 
Everybody here is looking forward with 
great confidence to the meeting of these 
two forces. The naval experts are inclined 
to concede that it will be no smal) under- 
taking to defeat so large a fleet as that 
under the command of the Spanish admiral 
in Asiatic waters, but they feel confident 
that the force under Commodore Dewey 
is amply able to dispose of any force which 
Spaim can put against us. Much satisfaction 
was expressed at the navy department 
today over the news, which came with 
great certainty, that the Spanish squadron 
had gone out to meet the American fleet. 
Our People Want That Fight To Come. 

In point of numbers, Spain has about 
twice as many cruisers and gunboats out 
there as we have. Four cruisers and eleven 
gunboats are lined up on the Spanish side 
against four cruisers and three gunboats 
on our side, But if modern naval construc- 
tion and modern guns count for anything, 
the superiority of the American force is 
very evident. 

All of the United States ships and some 
of the Spamish ships have torpedo tubes. 
The American vessels are superior to\ those 
of Spain in size, speed, protection and ar- 
mament, Our vessels are all of steel, while 
some of those under the Spanish admiral 
are old wooden vessels. The Spanish bat- 
teries are described by a naval expert with 
whom I talked as very good, but the best 
they have do not compare with those of 
our fleet. 

Of Vital Importance. 

This contest out in the Pacific ts most im- 
portant for more reasons than one. 

The prestige of victory will, of course, 
count for much. 

Then it is important that the Spanish 
fleet should be captured or destroyed so 
as to prevent its preying on American 
commerce in the Pacific, 

But most important of all is that the 
American squadron capture Manila so as 
to use it as a base of supplies. 

A study of the map of the south Pacific 
shows the great value of Manila as a 
strategic point. With England and China 
issuing neutrality proclamations, there ts 
no place for the American fleet to get sup- 
plies nearer than Honolulu, which is 4,800 
miles from Hong Kong and about the same 
distance from the Philippines. With the 
ports of Chima closed against our ships, 
they will be wnmable to secure the article 
which is the very life and existence of a 
naval vessel—coal. Off there In the south 
Pacific, we will, unless we take Manila, 
be in as bad a fix as the Spanish fleet now 
at Cape Verde and Cadiz would be across 
in American waters. Indeed, we will be 
further from our natural base of supplies— 
more than twice as far, in fact—than a 
Spanish fleet would be in New York har- 
bor. 

Distances are great tn the Pacific, From 
Cadiz to New York is 3,120 miles, while 
from San Francisco to Manila 1s 6,520. 

For the proper protection of American in- 
terests it is necessary for our Asiatic 
squadron to be in southern Pacific waters. 
It cannot stay there if it hasn’t a base at 
which it cam secure coal and other sup- 
plies. It is to sedure such a base that the 
squadron has been sent to capture Manila. 

Our War Vessels the Best. 

The officers of the American navy ex- 
press great confidence in favorable results 
both tn the Pacific contest, near at hand, 
and in the greater test of strength which is 
soon to come Somewhere on the Atlantic. 
incneesee this ke 
for information se ti ce ee 

concerning the strength of 
their fleets or the strength of the fleets of 
the enemy. They will give absolutely no 
details concerning the movements of the 
ships and their fleets, nor anything else 
which could possibly furnish information 
to the enemy. 

There !s but one place where details of 
the movements of foreign ships ts kept, 
and that is the suite of rooms occupied by 
the naval board of intelligence, and this 
information is kept from the newspapers 
and the pubdiic.- 

It has been impossible to get an official 
estimate of the relative strength of the 
American ang the Spanish fleets, but to- 
night [I talked at some length with Rear 
Admiral Walker, who is regarded as the 
ablest man connected with the American

only concerning spe- 
cifle matter and have not had occasion to 
inform myself either as to the whereabouts 
of the Spanish ships or the character of 
each. I have, however, great confidence in 
the ability of our navy to give a splenaiq 
account of itself whenever and wherever 
the test comes.” 

I asked Admira} Walker about the rela~ 
tive strength of the two Squadrons now 
brought face to face in the Pacific ocean, 
where a fight is expected almost any hour. 

- “My understanding,” said he, “‘is that the 
Spanish squadron at the Philippines {n- 
cludes a number of old ships and only one 
with what might be termed a modern equip- 
ment, The squadron under Commodore 
Dewey, on the contrary, contains some ex- 
cellent cruisers, All of them are compara- 
tively modern. The Olympia is an espe- 
cially fine ship, but the Baltimore, the 
Boston, the Concord and the Raleigh are 
all good cruisers, and the squadron ought 
to be able to accomplish the purposes for 
which it is sent. Of course, we do not 
know when a battle ig to be fought there, 
for we do not know what  0or- 
ders have been sent to Commodore Dewey. 

“As to the fleets Im the Atlantic I can 
Bay no more than you already know about 
their movements and can only speak of 
their strength in a general way. I have no 
doubt that our intelligence board has all 
the details showing the strength of each 
vessel of the Spanish mavy, but as I have 
said, I haven’t it, and if I had, it would 
not. be proper for me to give it to the 
public. We know the ships of our own 
fleets, and feel confident of their ability. 
We know the men at the guns. I am not 
one of those who would underestimate the 
strength of an enemy, but I feel confident 
that were the two fleets to meet in open 
conflict ours would be the victor.” 

I asked Admiral Walker if tie considered 
the Oregon, the American battleship which 
is on its way around from the Pacific, tn 
any danger from attack by Spanish cruis- 
ers which might drop to the South Ameri- 
can coast from the Capé Verde island. He 
said thaf he did not share im the apprehen- 
sion which has been expressed on this 
score. He regards the Oregon as one of 
the best ships of the American nevy, and 
believes that she could hold her own even 
against three or four of the best of the 
Spanish cruisers, 

Speaking concerning the supposed supe- 
rionity of the engineer corps of the Amert- 
can navy over that of the Spanish navy, 
| Admiral Walker expressed the opinion that 

the Spanish navy would be considerably 

crippled if it were to lose the British and 

Seoteh, who form euch @ large pereentag 

of their engineering corps in times of 

peace. 

He voiced the sentiment of the entire 
American navy in hig expressions of a de- 
sire for an early contest with the navy of 
Spain and his confidence in the outcome of 
that contest. 

Almost any hour now news may come of 
the meeting of the Spanish and American 
fleets in southern Pacific waters, and un- 
less that news also tells of the capture of 
the Philippines by Commodore Dewey's 
fleet, there will be great disappointment 
here in Washington. 

What of Hawaii? 

Offictals of the navy department believe 
with great confidence that Commodore 
Dewey will djspose of the Spanish fleet 
and of the fortifications at Manila in pret- 
ty short order. It ig possible, however, that 
they may be disappointed. The unexpected 
sometimes happens in war as.well as in 
peace. If that contingency should arise— 
if the American squadron should be re- 
pulsed—it will proceed at once to Honolvlu 
and the American flag will be hoisted above 
that of the Hawalian republic. 

It is in just such a contingency as this 
that the great value of Hawaii to the 
United States stands out clearly, Were fhe 
republic of Hawali to issue a neutrality 
proclamation our fleet In the Pactfic would, 
to all intents and purposes, be valueless. 
The ships cannot carry enough coal to en- 
able them to do effective work on the 
other side of the Pacific, A certain amount 
can be carried by colliers ag is being done 
now, but .the presence of heavy colifers 
with the fleet necessarily retards and ham- 
pers its movements, for these colliers with 
their valuable cargo of cca] must be be 
kept witHin easy reach, and they are slow. 

Neval authorities are a unit im their be- 
Wief that we should own and control these 
islands which form the key to the Pacific. 
The isolated situation of the American 
fleet in the Pacific ‘has converted many 
people who have heretofore been opposed 
to annexation. Whether Dewey wins or 
loses the first great battle for the control 
of the Pacific, it is practically an assured 
fact that now or later Hawaii will be ours.

THE PLEASANT SPIRIT OF HARMO- 
ty which Governor Atkinson’s proclama- 
tion brought to the military men of the 
State Wag rudely disturbed yesterday by 
some surprising developments in the mili- 
tary situation. 

The announcement in the proclamation 
that the state troops would be kept to- 
gether and under their own officers where 
they joined in sufficient numbers, was good 
news to the military men, who had said 
they would not volunteer if the present 
officers are not allowed to serve. As a re- 
sult of this promise in the proclamation 
several military companies over the atate 
determined :to come to Atlanta to be mus- 
tered in as volunteers. It is said that the 
Griffin Guards volunteered fifty-eight men 
out of sixty-three with the understanding 
that the governor’s proclamation was to 
be complied with. The governor and the 
commanders are reported to have declined 
to appoint the officers in the company, 
with the exception of the first lieutenant. 
This brought on a row which will proba- 
bly keep this company out of the gervice. 

The Atlanta Zouaves were to have vol- 
unteered last night, but the news was 
spread that their officers would not be ap- 
pointed, amd thig caused members of the 
company to hold back. Other companies 
are reported to have offered themselves, 
but when told that their officers could not 
be appointed they withdrew the tender of 
services. 

What the Military Men Say. 

“tt simply means that the governor will 
eppoint some men as officers who now have 
nothing to do with the state militia,”’ said 
one promiment military man. “He will 

nt his friends and will leave out the 
tains and lieutenants who have labor- 
@ ed for years to increase the efficiency of 
the state troops. What incentive is left to 
a man to‘remainm with the state troops and 
work to build up the military, when the 
governor at the time they are needed takes 
mer who are not in the service and sets 
men aside who have had years of experi- 
ence?’’ 

Several officers gathered at the capitol 
and inquired as to the plan which would 
be followed as regards the appointment of 
officers. They said that they understood 
that all] compamies enlisting in bodies of 
over thirty-two men could retain their own 
officers if they would recruit their compa- 
nies up to the legal standard. They were 
told that the governor had a right to re- 
voke the order accompanying his procla- 
mation and that the captains were not to 
be appointed in any case unless the gov- 
ernor should see fit. |

Army Department Guards All Contem- 
plated Action with Greatest Care. 

Washington, April 29.—General Miles and 
his assistants were in conference during the 
day respecting military operations that are 
to be undertaken in the occupation of Cu- 
ba. They all maintain the strictest reticence 
concerning the result of these deliberations, 
and have adopted the policy of making 
nothing public regarding them. 

Even the regular army movements are 
not divulged, and mone of the officials 
would confirm the reports pubMshed today 
that the infantry regiments at New Orleans 
and some of the troops at Chickamauga 
are to proceed without delay to Tampa. 

General Shafter, who commans the brig- 
ade at New York, left tonight for that 
place, accompanied by his adjutant, Colo- 
nel Babcock. 

The Cuban representatives in Washington 
were at General Miles’s headquarters today, 
and were consulted in regard to various 
steps which would arise in connection with 
United States troops acting in conjunction 
with the tmsurgent forces in Cuba. 

The commissary department has depots 
of supplies at New Orleans, Mobile, Tampa 
and Chickamauga, adequate, it is said, 
for the immense needs of the service. 

General Greely, the chief signal officer 
of the army, has recommended the forma- 
tion of independent regiments of signal 
men whose duty it will be to co-operate 
with the regular army. This, it is believed, 
will induce many independent organizations 
to enter such a regiment and enable them 
to avail themselves of their experience 
and work of many years.

Schooner Anderson Firei Upon by the

The Panther’s 
commander sigraled the Anderson to show 
her colors, but she was making such good 
headway that Captain Taylor paid no at- 
tention to the signal. 

After waiting a reasonable time witoout 
avail, the Panther opened fire on the An- 
derson. Captain Taylor had the American 
flag run up and hove to. When the Pan- 
ther came alongside and her commander 
became convinced that the Anderson was 
an American vessel, the lecture he gave 
Captain Taylor was warm talk. In effect 
it was that hereafter when an American 
vessel] signaled him to show his colors, 
the quicker he displayed the stars and 
stripes the better for him ard the vessel he 
commanded. 

The incident has created much excitement 
in local shipping circles.

officers of the United States army will be 
sent to this city at once to take the en 
listments of the colored members of the 
state militia who have menifested such a 
vigorous and overwhelming desire to get 
to the front. 

Georgia has about 1,500 negro troops and 
they have all been clamoring for an op- 
portunity to go to war. When Governor 
Atkinson issued his caJl to the white troops 
alone there was great disappointment 
among the negroes and they vowed to go 
to war by appealing to President McKin- 
ley. They made a strong protest against 
Governor Atkinson's alleged partiality, and 
several of them made calls upon the 
governor. 

Governor Atkinson sent Major Frank E. 
Calloway to Chickamauga with a letter to 
Gereral Brooke, in command there, ask- 
ing him to accept the Georgia negro troops 
as regulars, This letter was duly delivered 
to General Brooke, who was delighted at 
the easy prospect of securing recruits. 

All of the Georgia troops who want to 
go to war can have the opportunity. Gen- 
eral Brooke js willing to take the entire 
1,500 soldiers cf. Georgia’s colored militia 
an@ he has promised to send his recruit- 
ing officers to Atlanta to take the names 
of all who’v.ant to go. 

Between 3,000 and 4,000 negroes will be 
added to General Brooke’s command at 
Chickamauga, and ali of these will be 
taken from Georgia and Tennessee, prin- 
cipally from Georgia. ,The general told 
Colone! Callaway that he was h'ghly grat- 
ified at the offer from the governor of 
Georgia and said he would gend his offi- 
cers here immediately to confer with the 
governor and to open a recruiting station. 
The negroes have shown a great anxiety 
to mix in the struggle and now they can 
prove the seriousness of their war talk. 

A great many negroes will be used in 
the war with Spain, as they are better 
able to stand the climate in Cuba than 
many of the nerthern white goldiers, 


Maryland Senator Gives Up Leadership 
of Senate Democratic Caucus.

Chickamauga Is So Inaccessi- 
ble That Army Moves Slowly, 


DELAY 1S VERY EXASPERATING 


The Camp Has Mot Sufficlent Aaliroad 
Facilities 


THOUSANDS ARE COMING THROUGH 


As Fast as the Troops Can Be Loaded 
at Chickamauga Park They Are 
Brought on Through Atlan- 
ta and Rushed to the 
Front. 


THE SELECTION OF CHICKAMAUGA 
as a site for the army reserve camp has 
been fully proven unwise, say army of- 
ficials, by the futile effort to move troops 
away from that camp with any degree 
of rapidity. Day before yesterday the war 
department issued orders to General 
Brooke to rush two regiments and eight 
batteries from the camp at Chickamauga 
to Tampa. The orders called for the quick- 
est possible time in making the transpor- 
tation, yet not half the troops have been 
carried away from the camp. 

The railroads did their part well and 
blockaded the single track out to Chicka- 
mauga with airbrake cars, but cars are 
worthless where there are no railroad fa- 
cilities. The troops simply cannot get away 
from Chickamauga, and the movement to 
Tampa is now about 10 carloads behind 
the time planned. 

Bight solid trains of fifteen cars each 
were to have come down over the South- 
ern yesterday afternoon, but did not get 
loaded to leave the camp until early this 
morning. With the single track it was 
simply impossible to load the troops fast 
enough and at the present rate it looks 
as if it will requiré two weeks to get the 
desired number to Tampa.

Lisbon, April 29.—The Official Gazette today published the neutrality decree of 
Portugal in the war between Spain and the United States.

6 Refuses protection to any infringers of the decree.

The Government Requires the Rail- 
roads To Go to Extra Expense. 


THEY MAKE REDUCED RATES 


Still They Are Advised To Haul the 
Troops at Cost in Order To 
Curry Favor. 


The government moves its military, 
soldiers, horses and guns and ammunition 
} ou special trains run at a high rate of 
speed. Everything must keep out of the 
way of these trains. All other trains have 
to go In a sidetrack for the military specials 
to pass. 

The railroads give a reduced rate, but 
that is not enough for some people, who 
are reported to be urging’ the roads to 
haul the troops at cost or even below cost 
in order to get the anti-scalping bil and 
the pooling bill passed by congress. These 


right, they ought to pass, and if they are 
unjust, they ought to be defeated on their 
merits. This is the position which the rail- 
way officials generally take. Everybody 
élse is advancing the price to the govern- 
ment om all supplies that the government 
wants to buy, but the railroads, which haye 
Made a voluntary reduction, are advised 
to go still further. That kind of talk makes 
the railway managers tired. They have to 
go to extra expense to move the troops 
and delay all other traffic, and then are 
urged to do all this for just what it costs 
when they are not getting much above that 
at their special rates. 

The war is not going to help any roads 
permanently. Some of the southern lines 
will derive considerable gross revenue in 
hauling troops, but nearly all kinds of 
manufacturing have cut down their output 
or will have to reduce it. No money is being 
invested in new enterprises. Freight traffic 
cannot keep up, and there must necessarily 
be a decrease in net earnings. 

Looking ahead, the prospect Is not encour- 
aging for the railroads, yet they are not 
trying to hold up the government as some 
Manufacturers have attempted. They are 
giving the government rates which have 
only a fair profit above the actual cost,

THE FORSYTH DEPOT CASE. 


It Will Be Argued Before the Supreme 
Court Next Tuesday. 


The case of the state ra!lroad commission 
against the Central of Georgia, involving 
the power of the commission to compel a 
railroad to erect depots, will be argued in 
the supreme court next Tuesday, if noth- 
ing gets in its way. 

The commission ordered the Central to 
put up a new passenger station at For- 
syth. The company declined on the ground 
that there was a station already there, and 
that the commission had not the power to 
compel it to erect stations. The power was 
declared to be unconstitutional. It was also 
objected by the railroad that the title to 
the act conferring this power on the com- 
mission was defective in the tifle. 

Attorney General Terrel] answered that 

if the title was defective, the act had been 
embodied in the new code, and had been 
adoptec by the legislature. 
. There was another case pending in the 
supreme court in which this very point of 
the defectiveness of title is involved, and 
is the sole point on which the appellants 
rely. The court has directed that both 
these cases be argued together.

Lively Four-Cornered Fight Before the 
Committee, in Which Citizens 
Take a Hand. 


Tom council committee on electric and 


other railways granted yesterday af- 

ternoon the petition of the Consolida- 
, ted Street Railway Company to extend its 
tracks from Gordon street, on Lee, in West 
#nd, to the city limits. There is a re- 
striction, however, that the railway com- 
pany continue not longer than a fifteen- 
minute schedule on Gordon street to the 
end of the line. allowing a schedule not 
longer than the present after 8 o'clock at 
night, provided the Consolidated lines shall 
not be paralleled by the lines of any other 
company. 7 

President Woodruff, of the Consolidated, 

was present at the meeting, and made the 

| Matement that he was sure his boafd of 
‘directors would not consent to build the 
new line if the franchise was granted with 
any restrictions as to street schedule. In 
the face of this statement, the committee 
unanimously agreed on the above report 
containing a restriction, and it is probable, 
therefore, the proposed Consolidated exten- 
sion tg College Park will not be built. 
President Woodruff stated his schedules 
were always regulated by travel, that he 
had every reason to believe that after the 
new line is completed the Gordon street 
people would have not longer than a fifteen- 
minute schedule, and the residents this side 
of the Gordon-Lee street junction a seven- 
and-one-half-minute schedule. He said the 
Consolidated could not afford to have such 
a precedent established as the proviso 
called for. © 

The committee meeting yesterday after- 
noon was one of the warmest held this 
year. It was a four-cornered fight. The 
county commissioners did not want the 
new chert road torn up, and were against 
the granting of the franchise. The Lee 
street citizens were in favor of the fran- 
cise. The Gordon street citizens were not 
exactly opposed to the franchise, but in- 
sisted that a provision be tnserted that 
their present schedules on Gordon street be 
not injured. The Consolidated, of course, 
favored the petition. The meeting lasted 
over three hours, and the discussion on all 
@ides was characterized by a good deal of 
feeling. Mr. L. Z. Rosser, county attorney, 
opposed the franchise on account of the 
chert road. Mr. Anthony Murphy, Mr. Bob 
Shropshire and Mr. A. J. Shropshire repre- 
sented the people of Lee street. Colonel 
Culberson was present for the Gordon 
street citizens, and the Consolidated was 
represented by President Woodruff and 
attorney, Colonel John B, Goodwin. In- 
mnumerable petitions pro and con which 
have been floating over West End for the 

ast week hunting signatures were present- 

and the’ meeting was altogether inter- 
esting. 

President Woodruff First Speaker. 

When Chairman Rice called the commit- 
tee to order all the committeemen, consist- 
ing of Messrs, Peters, LaHatte, Stephens 
and Lumpkin, were present. Quite a num- 
ber of citizens from West End were there, 
some for and some against the petition. 
The majority, however, were Lee street 
citizens favoring the petition. 

President Woodruff, of the Consolidated, 
was the first speaker. He stated his com- 
pany had been considering this extension 
for two or three years, but had never been 
in a position to do the work until now. He 
said he understood some opposition had 
arisen from the Gordon street people for 
fear their schedules would be injured, and 
that he had not considered the matter of 
schedules. If the majority of the residents 
on Lee street were opposed to the exten- 
sion, he would withdraw the petition. 

“Don't you think the Gordon street prop- 
‘erty owners have any interest in this 
“matter?” asked Mr. Culberson. _ 
| “The Consolidated has done a good deal 
toward building up West End,” was the 
reply, ‘and I do not see that the property 
‘owners have any right to say how we shall 
perpetuate our lines.”’ 

Mr. Rosser asked (Mr. Woodruff where 
he intended to run his line, and how he 
expected to get to his destination. Mr. 
Woodruff replied it was the intention of 
his company to go to College Park by one 
of three routes not yet selected. 

‘Well, the people of Oakland City,” said 
Mr. Rosser, ‘‘are not going to let you run 
your tracks through there, and the county 
commissioners, I am certain, are not going 
to let you tear up the chert road, and I 
do not exactly see how you are going to 
get to College Park and the barracks.”’ 

Mr. Shropshire Has a Petition. 

Mr. Bob Shropshire presented a volumi- 
nous petition, which he said was signed by 
forty citizens representing nine-tenths of 
the property on Lee street, in favor of the 
extension. Mr. Rosser attempted to show 
that some of the signers were not residents 
of Lee street and had no interests there. 
He had a petition signed by 117 against the 
franchise and made the statement that not 
one-twentieth of the people of West End 
were for the extension. 

‘It would be a shame and a disgrace,” 
Paid he, ‘“‘to tear up this chert raod for a 
street car track after the county commis- 
sioners have gone to»so much expense and 
trouble to build it. Why did not the Con- 
solidated raise this racket before the chert 
read was jaid? If such thhad been the case 
there would not have been a voice against 
it. I can’t blame some of these Lee street 
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men for wanting the line. They have prop- 
erty way out in the country they want to 
benefit. Take Mr. Murphy, for instance, 
who is a large property owner; no one can 
blame him for his feelings on the subject—"’ 

“I am very glad my feelings are not of 
the same character as yours,” interrupted 
Mr. Murphy. 

‘The public is pretty well acquainted with 
both of our feelings, and we will leave it 
to the people to judge as to the character 
thereof, Mr. Murphy,” was tye warm re- 
ply. 

Mr. Rosser then argued how the chert 
would be ruined by jaying the car tracks, 
stating that new chert and old chert would 
not weld together when relaid. He said it 
could not possibly be placed back and 
made as good as new. 


Gordon Street/Heard From. 


“IT am not here to fight anybody,” said 
Mr. Hubert Culberson, “nor to protest 
against this proposed extension, and we 
citizens of Gordon street think our rights 
should be protected. When the old council 
granted the Consolidated a franchise on 
rordon street it guaranteed us, verbally. if 
not in writing, a fifteen minute schedule. 
A man telephoned Mr. Woodruff the other 
day from my. office asking him if the new 
line would affect tn any way the Gordon 
street schedule. He would give no satisfac- 
tory reply. It stands to reason that if the 
new line ig bullt the line on Grodon street 
would be made a thirty minute schedule, 
and we would be left absolutely helpless. 
Property would decrenee in value ond our 
people would be ruined, Now the people 
have a night to demand some consideration 
from such corporations when valuable fran- 
chises are granted, and it is the duty of 
this council to see that our interesis are 
protected. We are not interested in the 
tearing up of the chert road, and all we 
task is that you put a restriction on the 
Consolidated in granting this franchise, 
making them continue a schedule on Gor- 
don street with not more tham fifteen min- 
utes between all cars.” 

Mr. Bob Shropshire argued for the exten- 
sion, presenting the claims of the working 
people who are necessarily dependent on 
good street car facilities to reach their 
work, and insisting that the council should 
not hinder the growth of the city by pre- 
venting. such important improvements. Mr. 
A. J. Shropshire thought the people of Lee 
street should be given street car facilities, 
and urged the granting of the franchise. 

Chairman Rice asked City Engineer Clay- 
ton if chert could not be relaid without 
materially injuring the street. “I don’t see 
why chert cannot be put back so as tw 
make it a first-class paving, although no 
street paving is as good atter being torn 
up as when first laid,” was the reply. 


Colonel Goodwin Replies. 


“The request of the pecple of Gordon 
street,” suid Colone: John B. Goodwin, 
“that restriction as to schedule be placed on 
this company is without a parallel in the 
city government. No city council has ever 
done such a thing. I am surprised that 
they should thus fight the proposed exten- 
sion when they have had excellent street 
car facilities for years and the people of 
Lee street have had none. There is no 
one who has the interest of West End 
more at heart than myself, but it seems 
to me this fight is being made as the 
result of a mistaken impression. There has 
been no intimation from the Consolidated 
that the Gordon street schedule is to be 
lengthened. In fact, Mr. Woodruff states 
he believes the present schedule will be 
continued. Moreover, I believe the people 
of Lee street have more rights in the prem- 
ises than any one else in this controversy 
and.that their wishes should be granted.” 

Mr. Culberson replied that he was not 
fighting the Lee street extension nor the 
wishes of the people there, but he thought 
Gordon street deserved some protection. 

Superintendent Zimmerman, of the At- 
lanta Railway Company, stated that he 
wished to disabuse the minds of the com- 
mitteemen that his company was opposing 
the granting of the franchise, which he 
said was not the cage. 

The visitors were then dismissed and the 
committee decided on a unanimous report. 
The question of the chert was not consid- 
ered at all. All the committeemen were 
in favor of granting the franchise, at the 
same time giving some protection to the 
citizens of Gordon street. 

Extension to Southern Shops. 

Several weeks ago the Consolidated asked 
council to extend its Smith street line to 
the Southern railway shops. The railway 
committee agreed on a favorable report, 
but held the report over to hear from the 
officials of the Atlanta Railway Company, 
who then objected to the granting of the 
franchise. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Zimmerman, of 
that company, stated his company with- 
drew all its objections to the Consolidated 
extension, “‘expecting.’’ said he, “‘that the 
Consolidated would not object if this com- 
pany expected some day to parallel one 
of their lines, and that council would grant 
the same consideration.’’ 

Mr. Zimmerman refused to state after- 
wards What extension his company was 
contemplating. 

Action on the petition of the Douglasville 
ami Atlanta Railway Company to build a 
road through the city to Dougiasville was 
indefinitely held up. 

The resolution ef Councilman Stephens 
requiring the railroads to place a watch- 
man at the McDaniel street crossing was 
given a favorable revort.

FIELD TELEGRAPH TRAIN HERE. 


The Train of Wagons and Signaling 
Equipments Arrived at Fort Mc- 
Pherson Yesterday. 

A full telegraph field train arrived at 
Fort McPherson yesterday from Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, and was at once installed 

in therreservation at the fort. 

This field train was ordered here some 
time ago, but it required several days to 
pack and send it here. The train is to be 
used in the war with Spain and in Cuba 
it will be used to establish telegraphic 
communication ‘between two lines of the 
same army or two divisions. 

With the telegraph fieid train a tele- 
graph line several miles in length can be 
put up in a short time, and in this way 
rapid and continuous communication can 
be maintained between two branches of 
the same army.

SECRET SERVICE WATCHING 


Think Perhaps Blowing Up of Powder 
Mill Can Be Traced to Spanish. 


HOW SMALL BOYS BOTHERED BERNABE 


They Ran Alongside His Car and Jeer- 
ed Him—Polo Arose To Thrash 
Them, but Sat Down Again.

Washington, April 299.—(Special.)—Secret 
service men of the government are quietly 
trying to unearth the work which ex- 
Minister Polo is supposed to be doing from 
his present stopping place in Canada. For 
several days Chief Wilkie, the head of the 
secret service bureau of the treasury, has 
had a lot of men at work on the spy sys- 
tem which Polo Is said to have established 
extending along the Atlantic seaboard and 
the gulf coast, and even far into the inte- 
rior: By some of these detectives of the 
government it has been suggested that the 
destruction of the Santa Cruz powder 
mill, the largest on the Pacific coast, may 
perhaps be traced to the Spanish minister 
and his employees, though there is scarcely 
any possibility that this is true. 

Of course if any clews could be found 
pointing toward Polo in his present place 
of residence he would have to leave Brit- 
ish soil in a hurry. The detectives have 
not been able to trace any overt act to the 
ex-minister. They are suspicious of him, 
however, and are watching his every 
move. 

I am told, by the avay, that there is an 
excellent chance for linguists to secure 
positions just now in the secret service. 
This might in the end lead them to Cuba, 
but it is to be presumed that a little thing 
like running the risk of being shot as a 
spy will not stand in the way of one who 
desires to serve his country for a good 
salary. 

Those Pipe Stories About “Insults.” 

Minister Polo's stories of ill treatment 
while on the retreat from Washington to 
Canada recently do not seem to be borne 
out by the facts. From one of the parties 
who performed eseort duty for the Spanish 
minister beyond the jurisdiction of the 
United States it is learned that the min- 
ister was asleep when Harrisburg, Pa., 
was reached, and he was also asleep when 
the train arrived at Rochester, N. Y. At 
Buffalo the car containing Minister Polo 
was ran out a considerable distance be- 
yond the stafion and left on a sidetrack 
during the hour and a half that the party 
remained at Buffalo. Nobody saw the 
Spanish minister except the members of 
his own party until Niagara was reached, 
where a disembarkation took place, prepar- 
atory to going over on the Canadian side. 

There were probably a couple of hundred 
of people at the railroad station, and they 
divided politely as the minister and his 
party came up the platform from the car. 
After entering carriages to take in the 
sights of Niagara on the American side 
of the falls, some little boys running along- 
side the carriage jeered and thhooted at the 
Spanish minister, whose face became livid 
with rage. He had a stout walking stick in 
his hand with which he made a pass at the 
nearest of his tormentors, and just grazed 
the boy’s hat. In his ungovernable rage 
and fury, the representative of Spain would 
have jumped out of the carriage to pur- 
sue the boy, but he was retained by one 
of his escorts: who declared that he would 
not be responsible for the safe conduct of 
tHe Spanish minister if he persisted in car- 
rying out his intention of thrashing a small 
boy. 

More Details About the Trip. 
This was the only disagreeable incident 

of the journey from Washington to Nia- 
gart Falls and it was due in a great meas- 
ure to the Impetuosity of Minister Polo. 
A letter was received here today from a 
gentleman at Buffalo, who made the hotel 
arrangements for Minister Polo and his 
Buite on the Canadian side at Niagara. It 
was intended that they should go to the 
Clifton house, but that hotel was not open 
and so the party was made comfortable at 
the LaFayette during the few days they 
remained at Niagara. In the letter received 
here today ithe writer says: 

I see by the papers that Minister Polo 
claims that people treated him very 
badivy en route from Washington to 
Canada. That they opened his letters 
and subjected him to other indignities. 
What a liar he is! Every facihty and 
convenience possible was extended him 
throughout the entire fourney. He was 
not molested in his car at any time 
tnd wrete letters and telegrams without 
being subjected to the siightest incon- 
venience or annoyance, One of the tele- 
grams he sent from Buffalo cost $56, 
but no attempt whatever was made to 
tamper with it or learn its contents. I 
not only heard him thank those who 
had accompanted him from Washington 
for their uniform courtesy, but I saw 
him give his ‘autograph to the members 
of the escorting party. Nobody could 
have been treated more politely or de- 
corously and the statements he is now 
making shows what a small-bore Span- 
iard he is. 


As a matter of fact nobody entered the 
private car of Minister Polo after leaving 
Washington, except the members of his 
suite and the servants required 
upon the party. A couple of enterprising 
newspaper men who had seats in the car 
behind the speaial of the Spanish minister, 
were not even permitted to go upon the 
platform, much less enter the car assigned 
to Minister Polo for his own use. It was 
necessary for these newspaper men to go 
ever to the Canada side before they would 
get an opportunity to pass the ordinary 
salutation with Spain’s representative.

with?’ Sanders turned to Samuels and 
sald: “No, but I can do it,” and as quick 
@s a flash raised the gun to his shoulder 
and pulle@ the trigger. 

Samuels was about ten feet distant and 
the charge entered his head just above the 
left eye, tearing a hole several inches in 
diameter and knocking out his brains. 
Samuels fell to the ground between the 
car tracks and died without a struggle.

‘The Atlanta Colony Has a Number Who 
Will Join Army. 


NINETEEN AVAILABLE MEN 


Three Have Enlisted amd Others Will 
Follow Suit. 


DR. PLA TALKS OF THE SITUATION 


Figures Are Given To Show How Many 
Cubans Are in Atlanta and Able 
To Join the Army. 


why it was that the Cubans who 

are in the United States have 
not volunteered to g0 into the 
ranks of the army and fight for 
the independence of Cuba. It is sald that 
there is a large number of Cubans in this 
country who would be valuable allies in 
the war if they would give their aid to the 
American army end would take up arms 
against Spain. ‘ 

The Cubans say that they will enter and 
those young men who are ir the Cuban 
colony in Atlanta and can enter the ranks 
will do so. It is probable that in a few 
days many of them will enlist in the two 
regiments which will go from Georgia, as 
three of them have already done. 

Dr. Pla, one of the prominent Cubans 
in the city, was asked yesterday why it 
was that the young Cubans did not show 
more readiness to join the companies and 
march to the front. He said that they 
would do so and all that were able were 
willing to join the ranks to fight for the 
gem of the Antiles. 

Dr. Pla was shown the following com- 
munication which was received by The 
Constitution yesterday and stated that it 
was probably written by some one who 
was not clearly informed on the situation 
and explained more fully why it was that 
the Cubans of Atlanta and elsewhere did 


not volunteer. 

The communication is as follows: 

“Bditor Constitution—I see nothing in 
the papers anywhere of the formation of 
companies, or the joining of a single one 
of the many Cubans who have taken refuge 
in our country, or even a proposition to do 
so. It is estimated that there are from 
20,000 to 40,000 of them who are fully accli- 
mated, and should by all means, if they 
are patriotic, as they would have us be- 
lieve, lead our army into Cuba. 

“It is not very encouraging to our own 
people, who are showing 80 much patriot- 
ism in volunteering so freely, to know 
that. nothing seems to be being done by the 
people who should be mostly interested. 
It is said that there is enough in Atlanta 
to form a company or two, and I think 
our people should insist upon them show- 
ing their patriotism, as they have done 
more than any other tactor in bringing 
on the war, which.will cost us many lives 
@nd great treasure. CITIZEN.” 

What Dr. Pla Says. 

Dr. Pla said that the Cubans have a good 
reason for not entering the army before 
this time. He said that a notice has been 
published for eighteen months in the “Pa- 
tria,’’ the official organ of the Cuban junta 
in this country, to the effect that men 
were not wanted in Cuba. The notice said 
that there was now a large number of men 
in the insurgent army who were not equip- 
ped: for fighting, and for them to come to 
the island to enter the army would-be a 
needless burden on the people to support 
an ineffective force without arms. 

The notice said that it was better for 
the Cubans to remain in’ America and do 
all they could to support the already exist- 
ing army there by sending supplies, arms, 
medicines and money to them. For this 
reason it is claimed the Cubans who are 
in the United States are not wanted, but 
as soon as it is assured that they can get 
arms and supplies they will go to the 
front and fight as valiantly as their compa- 
triots who. have struggled for a number 
of years. 

Another reason that is offered why the 
Cubans in this country have not entered 
the Cuban army is that a large number 
of those here are in bad health and are 
not physically able to stand the hardships 
that come to the soldiers on the island, 
which, it is said, are very great. 

There are nineteen young men in At- 
lanta who are able to join the army and 
engage with it in active hostilities in the 
war. Of these three have enlisted and 
some others have gone to Tampa and Key 
West to get into dhe istand and join the 
forces of Gomez, 

The Colony in Atlanta. 

There are in Atlanta, as shown by the 
official records kept by Dr. Pla, who is the 
consul of the Cuban republic to Atlanta, 
120 white Cubans. There are nine colored 
Cubans. The following is a table of the 
Atlanta colony: 

Children, 55; over forty and married, 17; 
under eighteen years of age, 25; over twen- 
ty and married, 4; number that can volun- 
teer, 19. 

Of these three have joined the Hibernian 
Rifles.

Spanish for fourteen months, but w.li now 
return to his country to fight for it. Dr. 
Pla, speaking of the sitiation yesterday, 
said: 

“All able-bodied Cubans in this country 
will return and tight for Cuba now, since 
it is possible for them to get arms and 
supplies. Heretofore the government has 
not wanted them there, as they would have 
been a burden to the country. The Cubans 
of Atlanta will join the ranks and give all 
possible aid to the American army. The 
Cuban junta has preferred all the time 
that the Cubans in the United States stay 
here and send supplies and other necessa- 
ries to the army in Cuba than to attempt to 
join the army where they could not be ta- 
ken care of. 

“The Cuban men in Mobile and New Or- 
leans and other Ds a are dally going to 
Tampa and Key West to join the army and 
will do so. A large pr rtion of the 
Cubans who have come to the United States 
are feeble and sickly people who cannot 
stand the rough life of the army and the 
same reason that will keep them from join- 
ing the army when the revolution com- 
menced will keep them from joining now. 

‘Some of the young Cubans here in At- 
lamta have joined the volunteers and more 
of them will. If they do not join here 
they will go to the island as soon as they 
can and join the forces there. They feel 
patriotic and will demonstrate it when the 
opportunity comes.’’ 


THE CUBAN REFUGEES ARRIVE. 


They Left Matanzas the Day Before 
the Bombardment. 

Savannah, Ga., April 28.—(Specia!.)~This 
morning the Norwegian steamship Orange 
anchored in Tybee roads and signaled that 
she had a large number of Cuban refugees 
from Matanzas aboard..A physician at 
quarantine went aboard the Orange and 
made an examination; he found forty-six 
worsen and children with baggage aboard. 
The. doctor found every one in the best of 
health, but as a precaution he ordered the 
steamer to the quarantine station, wheré 


oo 


steamed out of Matanzas on the morning 
of April 2th, twenty-four hours before 
the United States fleet bombarded that 
port. The captain of the steamer reports 
that he reached Tybee without incident. 
He says, however, when a few hours out 
from Matanzas his vessel was boarded by a 
crew from the United States steamsnip 
Cincinnati, When the crew learned that 
the passengers were Cubans they wished 
the down-trodden people a speedy and un- 
eventful voyage. 

The captain reports having passed 
several American warships, but says that 
he was allowed to continue his voyage 
without molestation. The captain says the 
Cubans raised their voices in prayer to God 
when Tybee was reached. Some wf the 
passengers have babes at théir breasts. 
The picture is a pitiable one and the refu- 
gecs can be assured of a hearty welcome 
when they reach Savannah. 

The Orange sails under the Norwegian 
flag and is a schooner-rigged vessel. It 
looks very much like the steamer Horsa, 
which left this port several years ago with 
a colony of negrues for Liberia. 


BOAT LOADED WITH REFUGEES. 


Germans, Cubans, Britons and Amer- 
icans Leaving Cuba. 

Kingston, Jamaica, April 29.—The Ger- 
man steamer Remus, from Hamburg, for 
Baltimore, touched at Port Antonio, this 
island, early today and landed there 441 
German, Cuban, British and American 
refugees from Santiago de Cuba. They 
will be detained a short time in quarantine 
to comply with the law, and will be brought 
to Kingston by train this afternoon. 

The Remus, which is loaded with iron ore, 
agreed with Brooks Bros., of Santiago de 
Cuba, to take the passengers as an act of 
charity, and ran out of its course to Port 
Antonio in order to land them. : 

The refugees are mostly women and 
children, many of them persons of refine- 
ment. There was no accommodation for 
them on board the Remus, and therefore 
they ‘were compelled to stay on deck all 
night, and they had nothing to eat, as the 
steamer was not provisioned for so many 
people. The refugees, not having had any 
breakfast, were very hungry when they 
arrived, and were worn out by their com- 
fortless night at sea. One of them said: 

“We may as well starve here as there. 
The Spaniards have attached all the food 
in Santiago de Cuba for the army, and the 
civil pepulation of that city, about 20,000 
persons, is’ almost entirely without pro- 
visions.” 

Many of the children and women on the 
Remus were sick from lack of food. Pu- 
laski D. Hyatt, the United States consul at 
Santiago de Cuba, who left there some time 
ago for Jamaica, under instructions from 
Washington, came to the rescue of the 
refugees, and at his own expense caused 
dinner to be prepared for all of th@m on 
the wharf where they landed.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


War Has Had Little or No Effect on 
General Trade Distribution. 

New York, April 29.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly trade review wil say tomorrow: 

‘“Hostilities have not as yet changed last 
week’s conditions. There is much post- 
ponement of orders by men who do not 
know what they are waiting for and much 
restriction of loans by banks which are 
abundantly strong. All this checks new 
business, and yet the volume of transac- 
actions through clearing houses is .& per 
cent larger than in the same week of 1892 
with no foreign trouble. Railroads are 
doing a great business,.5.7 per cent larger 
than in 1892 in April earnings thus far, and 
13.9 larger than last year. 

“Many have been asserting about every 
day for the past two weeks that the wheat 
speculation has eulminated, but the price 
has in that time advanced 21%c, &8%4c within 
the past week. No such foreign demand 
for both grains has ever been known. 

“Confusing accounts about the great in- 
dustries cannot cause surprise in view of 
the contradictory influence of monetary 
stringency curtailing many orders, heavy 
orders by the government in many branches 
and all pervading confidence that as tem- 
porary conditions have passed business is 
going to be better. The government is 
buying many uniforms and great quanti- 
tieg of supplies, cloths. shoes, copper wire 
and iron for vessels and armament and the 
purchasing of many ships compels building 
of other vessels. 

“Banking caution at the same time {is 
stopping work in some iron and woolen 
mils. Yet confidence as to future businese 
causes refusal of very many contracts for 
long time, the holding of wool above its 
current manufacture value, and a marked 
rise in hides. The consumption of iron is 
the greatest ever Known. At Chicago there 
is 2 general advance of $2 per ton. Besse- 
mer pig is a shade lower at Pittsburg and 
Grey Forge slightly declined, Structural 
works are fully employed for months to 
come. 

“The cotton manufacture has been help- 
ed By some government gontracts, a little 
better outside demand and the temporary 
advance in raw cotton to 6.44; also the 
price has since deciined to 6.37. Supplies 
have heen larger in some previous years 
than they are and yet are enormous and 
the demand for goods is still hindered by 
the great stocKs in sight or reported, | 

“Woolen manufactures are doing rdther 
better, large government orders helping 
some works while other demands are more 
encouraging. Sales of wool are about a 
sixth of last year for April, half to those 
in 1896 and a third of sales in 1892, though 
eastern buyers are werk, but country hold- 
ers are sticking for higher prices. 

“Failures in the Tinited States were 262. 
against 237 last year.” 

Bradstreet’s Review. 

New York, April 29.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

‘‘The lack of excitement, nervousness or 
interruption te the ordinary orderly con- 
duct of public affairs, and particularly 
business operations with which this coun- 
try has passed from peace to war, seems 
likely to become historical. Littie or no 
effect upon general trade dis-ribution of an 
unfavorable character is perceptible in the 
reports of the past week. . 

“Perhaps the most notable, because most 
uniform, feature has been the unanimity 
with which the quotations of leading staples 
have been marked up. These advances, too, 
have not been confined to food products, 
but include many widely differing articles 
alike of home and foreign growth. It is 
true that the greatest animation has been 
displayed in those products of the United 
States and foreign countries, the ocean 
transportation of which is, in the minds of 
some people, likely to be niuch interfered 
with. Thus wheat, whose strong statistical 
position has been frequently referred to, 
has been again marked up, chiefly because 
of the excited foreign demand which has 
developed and of the heavy adyances at 
consumption points abroad. Folfl®Owing the 
leading cereal in. its upward movement, 
corn, oats and flour have likewise advanced, 
while pork and other animal products, 
notably lard, have also been marked up. 

‘‘The demand for steel plates for vessels 
to replace those taken by the government 
is also a feature of interest,and the outlodk 
is for activity in the shipbuilding industry 
for some time to come. 

“A feature of importance is the immense 
demand and rather inadeguate supply of 
freight room in vessels sdiling from this 
country in the near future. Rates have 
again advanced, and shipments from sev- 
eral ports are reported crippled, not only 
by the advanced quotations, but by the 
absolute scarcity in some cases of neutral 
bottoms to carry freight in. The crop 
situation generally is of a most gratifying 
kind, but gorierengss | so in that of wheat 
and other grains. ereal exports show a 
considerable increase in shipments of wheat 
from this country and Canada, aggregating 
4,160,998 bushels, against 1.155.000 bushels 
last year, and of corn, aggregating 4,261,000 
bushels, against 3,363,000 bushels last week, 
3,657,000 ‘bushels jn the week a year ago, 
2,142,000 bushels in 1896, 1,016,000 bushels in 
1895 and 889,000 bushels in 1894.

ARREST OF TWO 
ELDERS FROM UTAH 


Latter Day Saints Taken to the Pelice 
Barracks. 


SCLD ‘A BOOK WITHGUT LICENSE 


Allowed To Go Without Bail and Will 
Be Tried Today. 


TALK ABOUT THEIR RELIGIOUS DOCTRINE

No Longer Tolerate Polygamy—Go 
About Like the Apostles of Old.

WO elders off the Latter Day Saints 
were arrested last night by Patrolman 


The Book They Sold. 
| Kitchens for doing business without a 


license. The kind of business the preachers 
were charged with doing was selling a small 
religious book. 

A few days ago W. H. Redd and Albert 
Matherson arrived in Atlanta from Utah 
and began preaching on the streets and 
selling a book called the “Voice of Warn- 
ing.” The price of the book was only 10 
cents. 

Both men are neatly dressed and appear 
to be well-bred and well-educated. They 
took their arrest philosophically. Sergeant 
Bonnell allowed them to remain in the 
prison corridor, as they requested not to be 
placed in a cell. 

When askéd if they were Mormons, they 
replied that they were not, and that there 
was no such sect in Utah as Mormons. 

“We belong to the Church of Christ, and 
are Latter Day Saints,’’ they said. ‘“‘We 
no longer tolerate polygamy, and preach 
the religion of Jesus Christ pure and un- 
defiled as it is revealed to us in - the 
scriptures.” 

They were asked how they made a living, 
and they replied that they went about as 
the apostles did of old, and depended upon 
the Christian people to take care of them. 

‘‘Where have you boarded since you have 
been in Atlanta?’ they were asked. 

‘‘We have gone to the hotels and boarding 
houses, told the proprietors who we were 
and what we were doing, and they have 
kindly taken us in.’”’ 

“Fiow do you pay your railway fare?’ 
was the next question. 

“We never ride, but walk from town to 
town, preaching as we go. We walked all 
the way from Chattanooga with our grips 
in our hands, and we have been taken care 
of by the Lord.”’ 

“Where do your clothes come from?” 
was asked them. 

“We brought these with us from Utah, 
and we will return there before they wear 
out,’’ 

Mr. Redd explained that he was a stock- 
raiser in the southern part of Utah, and 
had an income from that source, all of 
which he devoted to the work in which he 
was engaged. 

Mr. Redd& says he is married, and Mather- 
sons says he is a single man. 

Polygamy, they said, had long ago disap- 
peared from their state, and even those 
who had more than one wife when the 
new laws were made havé lived with only 
the first wife, while supporting the others 
and their children. ® 

The book which the preachers have been 
selling is bound in red and its an exposition 
on the Bible. On the fly<Jeaf is the in- 
scription: 

“A voice of warning and instruction to 
all the people; or an introduction to the 
faith anm@ doctrine of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints.” 

Captain Jennings, when he had talked 
to the men, decided to allow them to go 
without bail. They were served with 
coples of the charges and instructed to 
appear for trial in the police court this 
afternoon at half-past 2 o'clock. 

They stated last night that they were 
preaching only the doctrine of Christ as 
they believed it to be revealed in the Bible, 
and that they said nothing about their 
creed, and, of course, made no mention of 
anything concerning polygamy, as it was 
not taught in their church, but denounced 
as it is In all other Christian churches. 

About the sale of their little book, they 
said it was customary for traveling preach- 
ers to dispose of hymn books, and evangel- 
ists like Rev. Sam Jones and Mr. Moody 
sold hymn books by the hundreds, and ata 
profit, and they were never called upon to 
pay any license. 

The trial in the recorder’s court this af- 
ternoon promises to be of considerable in- 
terest
